Speaking to the Real Estate Board a few dajn 
ago. Mayor Lceo^ drew alicatioo lo Vtctoria's 
itraace anoamly—its good financial strength aad its 
obvioM physical vreakaets. He showed charts aad 
graphs levying the dowaward tresul of population, 
t^ riaereaaing vahtss of land, the city's debt tilua* 
lion tad other factors. 

Ia cosuMCtion with the fsuacial strength of the 
corporatiosk the Mayor pointed out that although 
the civic budget ia 1932 had to psovida for eapon- 
(ttuiet well over $1,000,000 in ea^ of that re* 
sluirtd in llw aormal year of 1930. it was balanced 
ia cash, with a tan c olla ct inn per canlage of eighty' 
two, the highest of aay cky in w e st e rn Canada. The 
same finaiicial stability was leflaclad ia the rising 
price of the city's bonds. The six per cent nsuo 
which brought only 92.99 last year was recently 
quoted at 103.50. Advance collection of taxes this 
year, the largM on record, was a further indicaliosk 
Mayor Lecming was naturally gratified to be able 
to lemaMl his audience that the sinking fund invcsl- 
menU were all in first-class bonds at a rate consider¬ 
ate higher than the four per cant basis upon 
whi^ the tmkiag fund operates; again this year tha 
fund would show a considerable surplus abova 
requiiusaents. 

On the question of the city's physical weakness, 
the Mayer was not aMu ta sfMak an ii |it ia ^it s H y. 
He took the figures for the sixty-year period from 
1871 to 1931'wthewthatthepapalatieohad jsanped 
from 3J70 to 39.092. Tlw last ten yaars^ had 
shown a jump of oiily a few hundred.

for a veiy usKcrtain source of revenue. This condt- 
tiea makes it imperative that ether sources of reveane 
aaust be provided.
